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PRINCE HOHENLOHE’S DIARY. 


Commenting on the publication of the 
Memoirs of Prince Hohenlohe, the ‘Morning 
Post” says :— 

A twofold interest attaches to the publica- 
tion in Germany of extracts from the Memoirs 
of Prince Hohenlohe giving an account of the 
points of disagreement between the German 
Emperor and Prince Bismarck which led to 
the Prince’s resignation of the Chancellorship 
of the Empire. The resignation of the First 
Chancellor wasan eventof historical importance, 
and everything that throws light upon it and 
enables the truth to be known is valuable to 
the student of history and of politics. The fact 
of the publication of these extracts from Prince 
Hohenlohe’s Memoirs has, however, to be 
regarded also from another point of view. The 
story tofd throws light upon the charactér and 
policy of the present German Emperor. The 
publication, therefore, would hardly have 
been risked in a country where free dis- 
cussion of the Emperor's churacter and policy 
is not permitted, unless it was likely to be 
acceptable in high quarters. It may, therefore, 
be taken to be thought opportune that these 
disclosures should now be made; in other 
words, itis thought that they will have the 
effect in Germany of strengthening public con- 
fidence in the Emperor. The story told is 
exceedingly probable. It agrees with what was 
believed at the time by the best inform- 


ed diplomatists in Europe. Moreover, it 
rests upon the best possible authorities, for 
Prince Hohenlohe records his conversations 
with the Empress Frederick and the Grand 
Duke of Baden, as well as with the Emperor 
and Prince Bismark, The disagreements turn- 
ed on two points of policy, One was domestit, 
The Emperor was anxious for further action 
by way of relieving the lot of the working 
class, He thought that if nothing were done the 
Socialists would have a lever by which they 
might raise up a movement that would need 
to be put down by force, and he was deter. 
mined at the beginning of his reign not to be 
forced to let his‘soldiers fire upon the people, 
But Bismarck was opposed to further legisja- 
tion in the direction of State Socialism. The 
other difference was on foreign policy. The 
Emperor thought it right to support his 
Austro-Hungarian ally in resistance to con- 
templated Russian encroachments in South. 
Eastern Europe. If the Russian Government 
had moved an Army towards Bulgaria the 
Austro-Hungarian Government would have 
been ‘bound in its own interests to that move- 
ment, The German Emperor thought that in 
such a case he must come to the assistance of 
Austria-Hungary. But Bismarck proposed that 
if the case were to arise Germany should 
remain neutral. He was afraid that support- 
ing Austria would involve Germany in the 


| war which he dreaded against Russia and 


France at once, These were serious difterences, 
for they touched, the one a vital matter of 
domestic policy, and the other the cardinal 
point of foreign policy. 

But there was a further disagreement of a 
formal nature. When Bismarck became Minis- 
tér-President of Prussia under King William I. 
there was in existence a Cabinet Order, that 
is, a Royal rescript, dated 1852—in the reign 
of King Frederick William IV.—by which the 
Ministers other than the Minister-President 
were debarred from direct access to the King. 
Bismarck, as Minister-President, for many 
years acted in the spirit of this decree. He made 
himself responsible to the King for Prussian 
policy, and he enjoyed the King’s confidence, 
Accordingly at one time he paid little attention 
to the letter of the decree. But, on the accession 
of William II. as Emperor and King, 
Bismarck worked the decree of 1852 for all it 
was worth in order tokeep in his own hands 
the control of affairs. The Emperor wished to 
be able to consult other Ministers as well 
as Bismarck, and desired the old rule to be 
abrogated. When it became clear to him that 
there was a real and profound disagreement 
between himself and his Chancellor he sent to 
ask Bismarck for either his acquiescence in the 
abrogation of ‘the rule or his resignation. 
Bismarck replied by sending his resignation, 
The Emperor felt that the point had come 
when it was a question whether he should be 
Emperor in fact as well asin name, or merely 
an Emperor reigning but not governing, taking 
his directions from a Mayor of the Palace. 
This part of the story has been told before. 
The exact nature of the disagreement on Ger- 
many’s foreign policy has hardly been as clearly 
put, so far as we remember, as it is in Prince 
Hohenlohe’s Memoirs, Very characteristic are 
some of the details of the picture. Bismarck’s 
violent temper was well known. He has himself 
told how after a political argument he would 
relieve his feelings by breaking something. 
After one of the last angry outbursts the 
Emperor told the Grand Duke of Baden that 
Bismarck had just managed not to throw the 


inkpot at his head, and the Grand Duke himself — 


a few days later found Bismatck so rude that 
he lad to bring the audience to an abrupt close. 
In all probability the Emperor was substan- 
tially in the right on the points in dispute. 
It was wiser to take some steps towards meet- 
ing the working-men’s troubles than to do 
nothing and await a conflict. It was probably 
wiser and was certainly more loyal to support 
Austria-Hungary against Russia than to remain 
neutral and encourage: Russia. It was certainly 
better for, Germany that there should be 4 
Monarchy than that there should be a Bismarck 
dynasty. The interesting question is why the 
present moment should bechosen for the publica- 
tign of these details. The purpose may be to stem 
the growth of the Bismarck legend, which has 
been remarkable during the last few years, and 
to remind the German public that, great as 
Bismarck was, he was nothing without the sup- 
port of King William I., and in his quarrel with 
the present Emperor was in form and substance 
in the wrong. A different explanation has 
been suggested, very shrewdly, in Austria. 
There the theory is that the publication has 
for its purpose to show, what is the fact, that 
in a crisis when the fate of the Dual Monarchy 
was at stake the Emperor William was that 
Monarchy’s firm friend and steadfast ally. In 
either case, we venture to think, only good can 
come of the truth becoming known. There is 4 
good deal yet to be known about Bismarck, 
not by any means all to his credit. He himself, 
by the heartless cruelty with which he perse-, 


cuted those who happened to disagree with _ 


him, made upon those who were behind the 
scenes an indelible impression of brutality. 

He was a bully, and his policy was that of a 
bully. The revelations now made, which will 
in part be new to the bulk of the German 
public, will help’German opinion to see in 
truer perspective the personages of the re'gn 
of the first Emperor, whom in the public eye 
Bismarck has too much overshadowed.

he Yousfidyke, near Beni Souef, has rop- 
tarcd.

This morning £1,280,000 sterling arrived at 
Alexandria by the Aostrian Lloyd’s 8.8. 
Habsburg, aud another large shipment of gold 
is expected next week. 

London, October 8. 

The American demand for gold having sonk 
into the background, the London Money Mar 
ket only finds itself face to face with a strong 
enquiry for sovereigns on Egyptian account. 
A demand of this kind had to be dealt with 
for 8 good many years, and in earlier times the 
outflow of sovereigns in the late autamn and 
winter was usually followed by the reflox of a 
considerable proportion of the amount in the 
spring. The coins, which sre legal tender in 
Egypt, are nesded to assist the bank in finan- 
cing the cotton crop, which has become so 
important a factor in Egyptian production, and 
this explains the movement to and fro. Latterly, 
however, the prorperityof the country has been 
eo great, that only a small proportion of the 
sovereigns despatched there have returned, the 
remainder being either retained by the banks 
or kept in circulation,and therefore the exports 
in recent years from this side have taken more 
and more the character of a positive loss to our 
g fa supplies. In cne sence this retention of the 
coins was expected to diminish the demand 
each year, a3 the stock held in the country 
steadily grew larger. These expectations, how 
ever, have been upset by the storm in the 
Southern States of the United States, which 
bas led to a remarkable advance in the price 
of cotton, and has produced a strong demand 
tor gold by the Egyptian barks. Since the 
Bank return was made vp £1,600,000-has been 
taken out, and the manner in which tke3e 
withd: awals bave eu idenly assamed importance 
certainly renders the maintenance cf the Bank 
rate at 4 per cent. distinctly uncertain.

NATIVES AND EUROPEAN LADIES. 

We have already had occasion to refer to 
the insalting language and conduct of certain 
low elements in the native population towards 
Eoropean and Syrian ladies: Our Cairo Cor- 
respondént, confirming the case which we 
reported on Saturday, writes : — Another 
instance of a serious character occurred on 
Thursday evening, when the cries of a Euro- 
pean child of seven years of age, who was 
atruggling to frea herself from the grasp of a 
native, brought a French passer-by to the 
rescue, An Englishman came up, and after 
some difficulty the native was overpowered 
and taken to the caraco!. A number of his 
friends assembled, and quite oblivious of the 
cause of his captare, threatened to murder his. 
captors. 

We hope the leaders of native opinion will 
exert themsélve; to prevent any recarrence of 
similar incidents. We are aware that a 
cartain emall class of Moslem affscts to con- 
sider that the fact that a woman is unveiled 
excnse3 insalting language and behaviour, but 
Evropeans have beea too long settled in the 
country for this “excase”—if such detestab'e 
and unmanly conduct can possibly be excas- 
gd—to be accapted. In towns like Cape Town, 
where asmall Moslem colony is settled in the 
midst of a large Dutch and British popalation, 
and in Trinadad or Demarars, where there are 
settlements of Indian Moslems, Moslem women 
are safe from insult or annoyance. 


Suez Canal. ~ 

On 12th October, 8 vessels, of which 3 were 
northward and 5 were southward bound, transit- 
ed the canal, and paid for transit and passenger 
toll Fr, 221,158.76. Of these 6-were British, 
1 German, and 1 Austrian. ‘The total receipts 
since October 1 are Fr. 3,036,852.89, and 
during that time 115 vessels transited the 
Canal, 49 baing northward and 66 southward 
bound.

But 
in additjon to this attendasce of persons of 
all ages and all seins who attend a class 
to pass their time ig an agreeable and profit- 
able manner, the Unjversity will admit enrolled 
atadents who will follow all the classes daring 
a certain number of years. These stadents 
will undergo an\ examination at the close of 
their studies, and receive a diploms similar. 
to that awarded by the achool of political and 
moral science at Paris. I[t is understood that’ 
the diploma will only have a moral authority, 
but it is to be hoped that in course of time 
our, Government will take it into consideration 
and attach special privileges to it. 

V. The meeting of the present subscribers 
‘will elect two committees, one of which will be 
appointed to collect subscriptions, and the 
other with the technical preparation of the 
edacation. 

Such is the programme of those who were 
the first subscribers for the foundation of the 
University. Some will find it ambitious and 
difficult to realize in Ezypt : we will reply to 
them that we will spare nothing to succeed. 

If despite our good intentions this work 
fails to be effected, we hope that others, more 
able, will know howto do better. Others, and 
they sre in the majority,find the work modest, 
and not so brilliant and so extended as they 
would desire. To these we will say that success. 
can only be obtained by knowing the measure 
of one’s strength. 

We would willingly reply to them : He!p 
us for the present to lay this modest foonda- 
tion ; success will encourage us to do more. 
The day when wa-fiod that our means will 
permit of our extending the elucation in the 
University and widening its field of action, 
you will find us always beside you, to go 


forward with you hand in hand. « :

PROPOSALS OF THE FOUNDERS. 


We have received from Kassim Bey Amin, 
secretary to the committee formed for the 
establishment of a National University,  cir- 
calar, of which the following is a translation :— 

In latter years @ general movement towards 
educati»n has been observed in Egypt. Among 
all classes this tendency exists and goes on 
increasing. In spite of the sacrifices which 
the State has made, the edacation no long 
supplies the needs of the country. The progress- 
ive increase of the budget of the Ministry of 
Public Instraction has not been able to satisty 
the needs of the population. The Government 
has found itself forced to stimulate private 
initiative so that they might gain assistance. 
Onr nation, which is not accustomed to estab- 
lish such institations, has, nevertheless, an- 
swered to its appeal by subscribing large'y for 
the creation of primary schools—kuttabs. Every 
day we register the birth of one of these schools 
in some part of Egypt. In a few years’ time 
one will see them in their fall expansion, and 
our little children will gather the full benefit. 

Unfortunately the Government and the 
nation who have done all in their power to 
extend primary education have up to the 
present been able to do nothing to develope 
higher edacation. Time and money have 
been lacking tc inaugurate the formation of 
a school for higher studies. To-day Egyp- 
tians are beginning to feel that there is 
in their education a very large gap which 
must be fulled. For the last ten years 
the creation of a university has incessantly 
preoccupied them. Many efforts, even, were 
made by several benevolent men, but it seemed 
that the idea was not soffisiently ripe to be 
realisable. 

This year a favourab!e movement has 
spontaneously swayed public opinion. Our 
people have at last come to the conclasion 
that its system of edacation is incomplete ; 
that its limits are too narrow; that it ends 
too soon; that bayond the circle where it is 
confined there are sublime experiences, lofty 
traths, transcendental speculations, interastiog 
problems, seductive hypotheses,new discoveries, 
captivating essays that occupy and preoccupy 
the sou's of the intellectual elect of the world, 
and of which only 8 faigt echo reaches it. 
There are new theories on the aniverse, society, 
homan language, morals, philosophy, history, 
legislation, education. All that refers to the

We know that isolated State action 18 
powerless to do all, that its goodwill and 
power must be seconded by private initiative. 
We hope that our voice will be heard by all 
those who live Egypt, no matter what their 
origin or religion. 

This foundation having awakened in minds 
different ideas, we deem it well to define ina 
general wey the objedtive of our work : — 

I. The University that we desire to create 
is to be absolately scientific and literary. 
Its doors will be wide open for sll desirous of 
learning, irrespective of origin and religion. 

II. It will have no connection at all with 
politics, or even with men who occupy them- 
selves with politics. Neither in its adminis- 
tration nor in the classes to be organised will it 
tolerate the least interference, or inflaence, 
that may have a greater or less degree of 
public character. 

III. The foundation of a university uniting 
in itself all the orders of education—primary, 
secondary, and higher—will be for us an ideal 
that we will strive to attain ina fature that is 
more or less near, and as such forms part of 
our programme. Bat it is evident that the 
complete and immediate realisation of a work 
so enormous, will require considerable re- 
sources, a staff and organisation that are 
difficult to realise at present. We are, therefore, 
obliged to carry out for the present only 
part of our programme, beginning with that 
which has appeared to us most urgent and 
most profitable. Moreover, the primary and 
secondary. education, and that which we have 
called professiona!, exists already in the 
State and private schools, and nearly satisfies. 
our needs. Moreover, it has. seemed to us 
that for the present we may without incon- 

venience not occupy ourselves therewith, 
reserving all our efforts to inaugurate a 
higher education which is lacking in our 
country. We will create professorships to 
teach what is not tanght in Egypt : Chairs of 
Arabic and European literature, sciences, phi- 
losophy, and history.

“An Old Tark” contribates to the “Figaro” 
gome interesting information concerning Abdal 
Hamid’s presumptive heir, Reshad Effendi, 
and the other possible successors to the Sal- 
tan’s throne, which in all haman probability 
will be soon left vacant. 

For months past all Europe has been con: 
templating with some anxiety the disappear- 
ance of Abdul Hamid, as it may be the signal 
for all sorts of complications and even con- 
flict. In-the Torkish Empire the population is 
kept in almost complete ignorance of the 
critical condition of its autocratic raler, but, 
according to “An Old Tork,” none of Abdal 
Hamid’s subjects is more igcorant of his condi- 
tion than his presumptiva heir. Reshad Effen- 
di is sixty-two years of age; “and bas for many 
years been waiting his torn to reigo, as @ pri- 
soner awaits his liberation at an undetermined 


date. He has been shut up, and he has seen no- 


one but his slaves and his jailers. He had read 
nothing, becaase books are prohibited in his 
palace prison. He knows no one, and no one 


pev haps is more seriously ill than Abdal Hamid. 
He would inaugurate his reign by the applica- 
tion of Midhat Pasha’s Constitation, improved 
and extended. Thera are many other pre- 
tenders, and amongst them are two sons of 
Abdal Medjid, four sons of Abiul Azz, and 
the son of Abdul Hamid. 

“An Old Tark” points oat that the succes- 
sion to the throne depends on various persons, 
at the head of whom is the Sheikh-ul-Islam. 
Among his attributes is the privilege of 
announcing the death of the Saltan and of 
proclaiming his successor.

THE SULTAN AND HIS CAPITAL 


In the “Fortnightly Review” for Ootober, 
Chedo Mijalovitch, former Servian Minister in 
Constantinople, gives an unconventional ap- 
preciation of Abd-ul-Hamid, in whom he 
finds “a peculiar modesty, timidity, and tend- 
ernees which are quite womanly. He always 
looks earnest, almost sad, as if he were sub- 
dued by the consciousness of his great responsi- 


——— 


often, but he hardly ever lavghs loudly. He is 
distinctly a man of ssthetio taste. He is fond 
of flowers, of beantifal women, of five horses, 
of lovely views of sea and laud, of everything 
that is beactifa!. He is an affectionate father. 
He takes care that the ladies of bis harem shall 
enjoy higher pleasures, and provides for them 
concerts and theatricals. He can be, andis, a 
friend to his friends. He is able to contract 
devoted deep and faitbfal friendships. The 
former British Ambassador in Constantinople, 
Sir William White, won his personal friendship 
and retained it to the end of his days... 
The so-called successes of German diplomacy 
in Constantinople are really not the saccesses 
of the sapposed superior ability of German 
diplomatists; they are simply the results of 
the deep personal attachment of Abd-ol-Hamid 
to Emperor William. : 

“What I especially admire in Sultan Abd-ul- 
Hamid is his evident desire to be fair, not to 
do an injustice, even indirectly, to anyone. He 
loves to consider almost every question from a 
philosophical point of view. 1 can give you a 
typical instance of this. When the telegrams 
announced the formal engagement of King 
Alexander of Servia with Madame Draga 
Mashin, the Saltan sent for me, asking me at 
the same time to bring, if I could, a photograph 
of the King’s fiancée. I did so. The Sultan 
looked at the photograph for some time, 
obeerved that Mme. Disga was evidently a 
hardéome woman, and that she had beantifal 
eyes. ‘Yet,’ he said, in his quiet, earnest man- 
ner, ‘I cannot svfficiently wonder that King 
Alexander, who seemed to me a very young 
map, should commit euch a folly! No doabt 
the day will arrive when he will see clearly 
himself what a fully he has committed.” And 
then, after a prolonged silence, he continued ; 
‘But, after all, what right have we to complain? 
What right hava we even to criticise Can a 
man escape his destiny ? Aud is it fair to forget 
what an irresistible power love has ? Where is 
the strong msn who is not weak when he finds 
himeelf alone with a woman with whom he is 
in love { And are-we not all liable sometimes 
to commit follies ? Does love ever ask what is 
your rank and your dignity ? Does love ever 
ask what your father and your mother will say 
to that? Does it ever listen to reason ? I, 
verily, do nat think a bave aright to laugh 
at the folly of this youdg man. Poor Alexander 
is evidently deeply in love with Draga. Ali we 
oan do ig to wish for bim that his love be 
crowned by trae and lasting happiness. I will 
wire him my best wishes, but you must also let 
him know that I shall always rejoice to hear 
ot his happinese,’ Saltan Abd-al-Hamid evyid- 
ently knew what love was, and he seems to 
have reduced his own experiences to philo- 
sopbical principles, which fed him to be fair and 
charitable to others,” 

With so genial and sentimental a monarch 
to control the fortunes of his subjects, it may 
be a little astonishing to learn what sort of a 
place Constantinople is as described by a 
writer in “Blackwood.” Perhaps we may take 
both accounts with a grain of salt :-— 

“To the foreigner the commonly accepted 
parcentage of spies among the population is 
simp!y inoredible, but accounts at any rate for 
the taciturnity of trams. The objects in a man’s 
mind when he enrols himself as a member of 
this detestable profession are two —first, as an 
unprotected subject of the Sultan to guarantee 
himself as far as he can from the ‘depositions’ 
of others; and, secondly, of course, for the 
pecuniary interest. It is easy to condemn 
this claes, but often they are obliged to ‘eat 
the bread of infamy and take the wages of 
shame,’ and have only the alternative of soffer- 
ing themselves and brifging rain upon their 
families. The spies of Stamboul are more 
efficient as the channels of transmission than 
as mediom for the reception of news. It is said 
that daily an army of menis sentforth fromthe 
Palace to propsgate whatever ramour seems 
at the moment most desirable. By these means 
the Porte is able to produce any impression it 
wishes upon the uneducated Moslem of 
Stambon!. The Armenian massacres were fore- 
seen long before they took place, but their 
methodical preparation only preceded the per- 
petration of the slaughter by some eight 
hours, ... Theextent to which espionage 
exists in Stamboul is seen in many ways. It 
has, for instance, often been my fortune to 
meet and make friends with Tarks while tra- 
velling, only, however, to end the acqaaintance 
abraptly at Constantinople, forit is hardly 
ever that a Mussulman dare inviteor accept an 
invitation from a foreigner, either to the public 
restaurant or the privacy of his own house. 
Stamboul is cankered from end to end with 
suspicion. There is scarcely any society 


amongst the dominant race, and it is no 
exaggeration to say that the city lives ander 
the shadow of a reign of terror.”

MOORISH ANARCHY. 


A lady resident at Tangiers writes as 
follows to the ‘Pall Mall Gazette” :— 

More than once I had seen the redoubt- 
able chieftain, ‘‘Kaid” Hamad Aonflros, 
while, mounted on a saperb chestnut 
barb, he led ‘his fierce Berber cavalry in the 
wild rash of a ‘Powder Play” charge. These 
performances, which were, by the way, the 
finest exhibitions of the kind which the 
Picture City has ever seen, were part of a 
carefally-thonght-oat scheme for terrorising 
the loyal portion of this seaport, and inspiring 
the mob, still wavering between loyalty and 
rebellion” Then came the anti-Jewish riots, 
followed by the expulsion of some five hundred 
or more Hebrews from their homes. The town 
Governor, the Sualtan’s own nominee, was 
powerless before the force at Avfloos’s disposal,

It was at this critical moment that—againat 
the advice of more than one old resident—I 
summoned up courageto ask an andience of 
Kaid Anfloos. My ‘native page returned with 
the laconic message : “Welcome, at ten in the 
morning.” Accompanied by a young French 
lady and the page, I found my way along the 
narrow lane known as Agadir ‘“‘atteet’”’ to the 
town residence of his rebel lordship. 

We were met in the arched doorway by a 
singularly courteous Moor,\robed in flowing 
cream hued haik, who turned out to be my 
lord’s lientenant-governor, or “Khalifa.” Es- 
corted by him, we traversed a rather equalid, 
white-walled yard leading into the stables, 
where, seated on a big ‘‘fertalla” (a cushion of 
grass mat, stuffed with straw), lourfged a 
thiok-set, heavy man, seemingly'more than half 
asleep. Ata word from the Khalifs, the broad, 
coarse face was slowly raised towards us. 
Never in my life have I seen snch a combina- 
tion of sullen pride, fanatical reserve, and self- 
satisfied animalism.
